Eee tohabebrn made and pꝛotured by Perſens 
who defire to diſturb the peaccable and eftabliſhed Government there⸗ 
ok; and which contain, as We ccnceive, no leſs offence than that of 
* High Treaſon, to which We are the moze induced te giv? credit, in 
regard they Aueh cr fo far in their Inlolencies, ad that hy freſh 
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” Infozmations which We the Loꝛd Deputy have received, they Fan 
taken upon chem to foztifie themfelves, by poſleſſing of places cf 
ſtrength, and dividing themſelves into Trops and Companies, pꝛo⸗ 

- viding themſelves of Arms and Ammunition in manifef bzcach o? 
the Laws, and to the great Terroꝛ of His Majeſties Liege People. 
And becauſe We are affured that ſeveral well-meaning Perlons a- 
mongſt them have bern ſeduced upon pꝛetence of gronndleſs Fears 
and Jealouſies by fiery Spirits that are Kingleaders of tho'e Faitt- 
ons, who being bzoken in their Foꝛtunes as well as their Neputati⸗ 
ons, may occaſion the ruine of many harmleſs and well⸗ mean ug 
Men, by involving them in their own LTreaſonabie Defigns, and 
making them partakersof the Erimes that they tzemſelves art guilty 
of. Aud We veing very ſenſible of the Misloꝛtune that theſe Pen 
are like to bzing themſelves further into, which can be ns lels than 
the Foziciture of their Lives and Eſtates fo2 Bevellion and Zrexſon, 
which we are wilhng to p2event as much as in Us lieth- And in 
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order thereundo, and to ſettle the Peace bf this Kingdom, and to pꝛe⸗ 

vent the exulicn of Chꝛiſtian Blood, which We the Loꝛd Deputy of 

this Kingdom have hitherto endeavoured to pꝛevent with au the 

Care and Induſtry Imaginable, not withſtandiug the many 
Atktronts of late eftered to His Majeſties Government. 

And to quiet the minds of the People, We the Loꝛd Deputy and 
Council have thought fit, and do hereby in His Majeſties Name ſtric- 
iy Charge and Command all the ſaid Perſons ſo Aſlembled within 
this Kingdom, foꝛth with to diſperſe and withdꝛaw themſelves from 
thoſe Nebellious Mertings, by repairing to their reſpective Babitati⸗ 
ons. and to betake themſelves to their ſeveral Occupations and Ca1i- 
ings as {o2:rerly, upon the doing Whereof, We do in His Majefties 
behalf hereby allure them, and every ef them, of His Majeſties Pꝛo⸗ 
tection and Pard:n fo2 their Perſons and Eſtates foꝛ any the Of- 
fences afo2e.aid,and while they continue within the Bounds of their 
Allegiance and Duty to His Majeſty; but in caſe they ſhall ſtill per⸗ 
ſevere in their ſaid Crimes, and fail to give due Obedience to theſe 
car Commands, We do hereby Declare that we Will give direction 
to His Majeſties Attoꝛney General to pꝛoced againſt them and every 
or them accoꝛding to Law, as in caſes of High Trealſon hath bern al- . 
Ways utied, And whereas from theſe irregular and unwarranted 
P,9:#dings of the Allociato:s afozeſaid, manifold and great Incon⸗ 
veniencies already have and moze are daily like to enſue by ſeveral 
Thieves and Robbers,who in confidence of Impunity, do frequently 
delpoil and Rob His Majeſties Subjects, by ſtealing their Cattle in 
greater numbers than foz many years laſt paſt have been known. 
We do hereby publifh and declare, that we Wtll uſe our utmoſt, en- 
dea voꝛs, by all Legal ways and means, to bzing the ſaid Thieves and 
Robbers to condign Puniſhment, And We do hereby require all 
Juſtices of the Peace, Magiſtrates, Sheriffs, High and Petty Con- 
ſtables, and all other His Majeſties Loving Subjects, to ule their ut- 
molt endea voꝛs to diſcover and bꝛing to Juſtice the ſaid Palefacto:s, 
hereby charging and commanding all His Majeſties Military Dfti- 
cers and Soldiers of this Kingdom, to be Aiding and Alliſting 

o them in ſo doing: And we do further recommend to all His Ma⸗ 
jeſties Subjects of this Realm, to lay aſide all Fears and Appꝛehen⸗ 
ſions of any Uiolence to be uſed to them; Me firmly aſſuring all 
his Majeſties Subjects, of what PerſWaſion ſoever, that to the ut- 
moſt of eur Power, they and every of them demeaning themſelves 
peaceably andquierly,ſhall be Pꝛotetted by his Bajeſties Government 

here both in their Perſons and Eſtates, againſt all Uiolences and 
Attempts whatlſocver. >
